S}9^€»9 Edward Godfrey com tMtidcr^ in com- 
pany with tlie ^hiftlewortby Capt. Daniel Small 
cotnmartdett both in the fervice of the United 
CompanV of Merchants oi England trading to' 
the Eaft- Indies^ and both bound for Bombay, 
we fet fajf^" by G o d*s permiffion, from Deal^ 
March 2^^ i7i4» with a prolperqus gale, and 
in high fpirits towards our intended port ; 
but had the misfortune of lofing our Captain 
and Chief Mate, before we made the Cap£ of 
Good Hope^ a very boifterous and turbulent Tea

iroad:, with thunder and lightning all round 
at that time^ and a rough fea ; which was the 
reafon we did not adventure to put in there. 

We nfiade the inner paflage^ between tWaf" 
continent of ^/V^ and the ifland of Madagafcar^ 
alias Sf Laurence^ having touched no where 

• 

fince we left England^ till we came to Jobamai 
a fmall ifland nor^'yf^iiof'Madagafcarj where 
i^t XzxiAt^Augufi 4, 1714, and ftaid feven days ; 
a very feafonable and comfortable refreftithent 
to Mi all 1 From thence we reached tb Botniayi 
our defired haven, God be praifed, fafe and 
welly in about fix months time, with a very 
pleafant and profperoqs voyage alj^ the way^ 
were it rfot for buryihg our Worthy commander 
Captain Edward Godfr^^ and his CSiicf Matfe 
Mr Jt^lUam TbaxfoHj and one fVillia^ Palmer^ a 
Midfliipman, tumbling overboard )n the higKt 
was unfortunately drowned. We yrived at 
Bombay J Sept. 21, 1714, St M;//i&Ac?V day ; 
where I was received by the Govtrnor, the 
Honourable Wtlliam AifiaUe fefq;, flie Gentle- 
men of the Council, Sc. coui^eoufly and re-** 
fpeflfully. 

Being thus fafcly arrived, and having H tbnf- 
vcnient chamber ordered for me by- the G6* 

vernor. 



Vernor, near his own lodgings in the Fort, and 
near the Chapel, I went: on officiating in the 
(duty of my fundbion there froip the time of oyr 
arrival, 5^/^»^^ai, 17145 tojuneig^ 1715? 
^nd having confidered the inconvenience^ and 
unfuitablenefs withal, of performing our pubr 
He devptions in fo private a manner, as we did 
in the Fort, having only two upper rooms beat 
into one, which fer ved \^ for a Chapel, and 
being locked up in the Fort or Caftle in time of 
fdivine Service; I ventured fo propofe the Build- 
ing of a Church for God's honour and fervice, 
according to the jafe of the Church of England i 
that all the ifland might fee we had fome reli-? 
gion among us, and that the Heathens and 
Mahometans and Papifts round about us^ 
might in time be brought over as converts to 
pur prqfeflion. 

Whereupon I took the freedom on Sunday^ 
June ig^ I7i5» being the firHr Sunday after 
^rinify^ to reconimend in a Sermon preached on 
the occafion the building of a Church, in order 
for the more public celebration of God's fer* 
vice ; which Sermon, by God's blefling, and the 
unanimous and cheerful contributions made 
ll^ereuQtOy hath fince had its defired efie£L

MIhM^h^ E FO R E I begin to treat on theft 
^ n ^ words, I mufl acquaint you witH 
y B y the ceafon of my choofing them for 
^ the prefent fubjeft of this occafional 
•T^- Difcourfc. 
There, has been, you know, fomc time a^o. 
i very good defign let on foot here among us ot 
building a Church for the iervice of God, and the 
Chriftian Religion ; which good deflgn, though 
it had a beginning, and the walls thereof railed^ 
as you fee, to a cotifiderable height i and thougK 
thferehave been, by all report, large contributions 
and ben^fadtions made, fuflicient to carry on ana 
finilh the work; yet, whether by occafion of the 
IdXt ^ars, or rather the late wars occaHoned by 
its negleA, arid the continual troubles thereupon 
enfutng ^ or whether by the collufion and fraud 
of all or any of the Truftees, to whom the care 
of that ftrufture was committed ; or whatever die 
might be the! occaiion of putting a ftop to that 
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Intended noble and fpacious building, I cannot (kfi 
but this is certain, that it has long fince been un- 
happily dropped, ^negleded, and laid afide ; and 
the ruinous walls, which ftill remain, are a ftand- 
ing monument of reproach to us and our nation 
to this day. 

Many, it istruq, and juft are the judgments of 
God in this world, and for fiDme great and crying 
fin, no doubt, fuch public calamities are ufually 
fcnt ; but whoever were the inftrumental caufes 
of this great of&nce, or by whofe facrilegious 
ihands fuch charitable cpntnbution3 have been per- 
verted and mifapplied, muft be one day account- 
ed for before Gop in judgment ; and dreadfu\, I 
fear, will that account be, if not atoned for, and 
averted by a timely reftitution. 

That we may therefore revive this commend- 
able good work, which once, it feends, hs^d a 
beginning, and ftill may, by che bleffing of God, 
and your unanimous and hearty concuri:enc6'therer 
unto, be brought to good efFe6V, is what I fhall 
at prefent endeavour, by the example here before 
us, to excite your pious and charitable difpofiti- 
ons, and from thefe words here read to you in my 
text, encourage you to imitate that fame public 
and glorious undertaking, which firft was in the 
heart of king David^ and approved of and con* 
firmed by Nathan the prophet.

From the confideration of which words, and 

the 
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the application of them to our prefent purpofe, we 
may obferve thefe two things. 

L The obligation that all of us lie under, to 
go and fet about this necelTary work, Go^ 
do all that is in thine heart. 

II, The encouragement here propofed for the 
doing it, For the Lord is with thee. 

L Ofthe obligation incumbent upon us all, to 
go and fet about this neceffary work, Go^ do all 
that is in thine heart. 

And to this we are obliged, not only in refpedt: 
to our duty, but gratitude to God Almighty. 
And, 

Ftrft^ In point of duty* 

Now to do good is a duty of that, importance 
and extent that it is the chief end and bufinefs of 
our whole life ; it was the moft acceptable facrifice 
that could be offered under the law, and is of per- 
petual obligation to us Chriftians under the gofpel : 
for to be beneficial to mankind, is to imitate the 
example of our Saviour Chrift, who made it his 
fole delight to go about doing good ; it was his 
meat and drink to do the will of God that fenc 
him, and to finifh his work. 

To this we are obliged by the (Irifteft bonds of 
love and charity to mankind, as men, and much 
more as Chriftians ; and the greater the good is 
which is in our power to do, the greater ftill are the 
obligations to the performance of it ; and confc- 
qucntly, the greateft good of all we are moft in- 
difpenfably obliged in duty to perform. Now 
what greater gopd can we poflibly do either to 
the honour of God, our bleffed Saviour, his holy 
religion, or ourfelves, than this commendable 
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work here before us, ihe building and rep^iog 
the houfe of God ? 

Such good works of piety and merqr, which 
regard the fpiricual welfare of men, is what fill 
Chriftians are bound to advance to ti^ utipoft of 
their power; becaufe they are the only iacrifices. 
^p have left, and are of equal obligation \^vh 
praife and thankfgivingi and no one fure will 
' refufe to give God thanks for his mercies, neither 
qught we to forget to (hew mercy ourfelves, by 
4oing %p^ s^d diftributing fomething of our 
fubftance ; for with fuch facrifices we are ex* 
jmfsly aQlired that God is well pleafed: nay, 
all our prayers^ pnufes, and thankfgivings, iiyiU 
prove but Iip*latx>ur, without fome more fub- 
ffantial proof of our duty, efpecially now we 
have fo fit an opportunity. 

Secondly^ In point of gratitude. 

Neither is it without reafon that God requires . 
this of us ; becaufe he is the fole Proprietor and 
Lord of the whole earth; fb that we have no* 
thing but what we hold by virtue of this tenurct 
nothing but what we receive from him ; and all . 
that is required of us, or that he is pleafed to ac- 
cept of in return, is only a fmall quit^rent as it 
were out of what we polTefs, as an acknowledg- 
ment that It is by his iavour and blefling th^t we - 
enjoy it. 

Hence it is, that, in all ages, they that were 
pioufly and devoutly difpofed, and had a true 
fenfe of Gop's benefits and mercy, were always 
careful tp pay this homage of duty and ^ratitudlet 
aj}d never thought they could do enough tp any 
pious ufe, whereby to teftify their acknowledge* 
ments of God's dominion, and hb right of pro- 
priety over what they had : witnefs th(^e ancient 

and 
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and ftarefy Cathcdrah, which ftill remain the glo«^ 
ry of their times, and a lafting teftimony of mu- 
nificence to pofterity : as alio in former time^ be- 
fore them, the children of IJraeU who when the 
Tabernacle was to be built for God's worfhip and. 
fervice, were fo far from being backward ir> con-, 
tributing towards it, that they prdfentfy brought 
more than could be ufed in the building it \, fo 
that the people were reftrained from bringing any 
more, for they had enough and too much. Such 
was their pious emulation in thofe days, and zeal 
to promote God*s honour and fervice. 

king lya^oii too was fo fenfihte of God's good- 
nefs towards him, upon the daily fuccefs of what- 
ever he took in hand, that he began to make it a 
matter of confcience to live in a palace of cedar 
faimfelf, and to let the ark of God remain within 
curtains \ this refteftion gave him no peace nor 
iatfsfaftion in his mind, though he was at reft 
from aH his enemies round about, it yielded him 
no real enjoyment of his liappinefs, though com- 
pletely fettled in the throne of Ijrael\, the plea-' 
fures of his court, and magnificence of hiar pa- 
lace, which ufually allay and divert thofe thoughts* 
did but encreafe them fo much the more, and up- 
braid him with negled: yea, fuch was his zeal 
and religious affedion for the houfe of GoD,. that^ 
it brought him to this folemn refolution and vow \ 
Not to fuffer bis eyes to Jleepj nor bis eye-Uds to 
fiumher^ neither the temples of bis bead to take any 
re/t^y until be bad found out a place for tbe Temple^ 
of tbt Lardy an habitation for tbe Almighty Qoi> 
cf Jacob. Pfalm Mtxii. 4, 5. 

Now, though Davidy who wai a man after 
Gop's own heart, was not permitted to fet about 
this holy and religious worR himfelA becaufe fie 
had frequently been engaged in wars, and confe- 
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quently a man of blood; yet God, it feems» ac-* 
Cepted of his good will, in being the firft propofer 
of it, and he did well, it is faid, in that it was in 
his^eart. 

And, to fhew you that it was not a bare pro- 
pofal or pious intention that came thus into Da* 
vid^s heart, but an earned defire and (incere af- 
feftion he had for God's fervice, and for the mag- 
nificence of his holy Temple ; that though the 
glory and honour of that prodigious fabrick was 
transferred to his fon and fuccefloc king Solomon^ 
both to begin and finifli that work ; yet king Da- 
vidf before he died, not only gave this as an efpe- 
cial charge upon his blefling to his fon ; but he 
himfelf took all imaginable care for the perforni- 
ance t>f it ; as may appear by that vaft prepara- 
tion of all things, both of men and money, wood 
and ftone, and other materials made ready to his 
ion's hands ; that ib he might fet about it with 
fo much the greater application and diipatch. 
And moreover, faith holy Davids Becaufe I have 
fet my affeSlion to, the boufe of my God, I have of my 
4fwn proper goodj over and above all that I have 
prepared for the holy boufe ^ given even three thoufand 
talents of gold^ and f even thoufand talents affUver^ 
to overlay the walls of the houfe withal, x Chron. 
xxix. 3, 4* 

But to fee the influence of a good example, the 
people alfo, after the king's royal bounty and ge- 
nerofity, were encouraged to contribute liberally 
and cheerfully, and rejoiced with great joy ; be- 
caufe that with perfedl heart they offered willing- 
ly to the Lord : and this they did, not out of an 
opinion of their own werthinels, but out of a due 
fenfe of their duty and gratitude ; thereby to ac- 
knowledge God to be the fole benefaftor and giv- 
er of it all s But who am /, fays good king i)tf- 

vid. 
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rJ, in the name of all bis kving fuhjeSts^ and wbai 
is my people^ that we fljould be able to offer fo wil' 
lingly after this fort ? For all things come of tbee^ O 
Lord God J and of tbine own bave we given tbee. 

With the fame forward zeal and liberal icy , 
though not with the fame munificence, it is ob- 
ferved, the fecond Temple was re-built and railed 
out of its rubbi(h^ after fo many years captivity, 
and that too even in troublous times; wherein the 
workman was obliged with one hand to hold the 
weapon of defence, whilft he wrought with the 
other in the work- 
Since therefore the Lord our God hath given 
us reft on every Side, fo that there is neither ad« 
veriary nor evil occurrent ; our obligations to this 
duty are ftill fo much the greater : For if the Jews 
defer ved reproof for neglecting to re-build the 
houfe of God, when under fuch mtferable circum- 
ftances ; how much more inexcufable muft we 
needs be for this negledt of ours, even in the midft 
of peace and plenty ? 

Is it a time for you^ O ye^ faith the prophet 
Haggaij to dwell in your cieled boufes^ and to let 
this houfe of God he wafie ? And is it not a fhame 
for us to fee this Church of ours lie thus under re* 
proach, and ruinous even to a proverb ? whilft 
the inhabitants round about us caft the fame in our 
teeth ; and we ourfelves, with I know not what 
pretended difficulties and excufes, endeavour to 
ihift it off as far from us as we can, faying with 
thofe in Haggai^ This is not a time -, the time that 
the hordes houfe fhould be built is not come : and 
can there be any thing more fealbnable and necef- 
fary than this is, when moved by the juft com- 
plaint of ftrangers for want of room, which have 
occafioned their too frequent negle<5t of God*s fer- 
vice ? and when we ourfelves, pe6t up and coofin* 

ed. 
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ed, as within curtains, to the narrow limits of this 
f»-ivate chapel (\i at molt a chapel^, dark and dif- 
ijniform as you fee it is, are obliged thus to paf 
our public devotions in private as it were, and to 
worfhip the God of order in much confufion ? 

Shall we then, who profit ourfelves Chrifti- 
^ns, and worfhippers of the true God, and in a 
true manner, thus {hsan the light, as if afliamed 
of our profeflion ? when the inhabitants round 
about us are not only not afliamed toicknowleci^ 
their falfe and imaginary deities, in the moft pub- 
lic manner they are able ; but infult us with their 
number of Churches and Pagodas, even upon our 
awn territories ? What is this but k)cking up the 
word of God from the reft of mankind, and 
keeping the key of knowledge to ourfelves? 
whereas our light ought to be diffiifive, and (hine 
forth in a more open profeffion oJF our religion, 
<^ that others alfo, by feeing our good works, may 
^' join with us in glorifying our Father which is in 
•* Heaven/^ 

I need not mention to you the inconveniences 
of this place, upon the account of its difficult 
afcent and fituation ; for thofe are but fmall in 
refpe& to the great advantages we receive from 
it: but what is more to be lamented, it is fuch a 
common thoroughfare, and thereby fubjedb to 
all manner of indecencies and unholy profanations; 
which render it at other times more like a den of 
thieves than a houfe of prayer ; fo unfuitable to 
the facred holinefs of God's houfe, and lb direft* 
ly oppofite to our Saviour's example, that he for- 
l^ all common and ordinary ufes to be made of 
the Temple, and would not ftfier any man to 
carry fo much as a vefifel through it to defile it. 
Markxu i6. 

We are ufually very exaft, I cannot but ob-^

tsfyp it, *%! ic^iog up the faihiom vid cuftooia 
of our country, and feeci) pcffeA m^ra of ihafe 
lighter ^eretnoniea % $»i motti4 we not soiuch ra- 
ther cnckayoi^r to. prct^erve tjiefe weightier mat-, 
ters, the dignity of our RelpgicHit and the unifior- 
n^ity of its worlbip, ky kc^ep^e up i^ canons and 
rMbric9 of our ChPf <:h, with w jippomted forma 
and ceremonies thereof? And how is k poffitdo 
to k^ep any forno, decency, or order (wihich 19 the 
leery l^aMty of holinefs) jjrhen we are thus if regun 
l^rly crowded together? 

We all, I pi^efume, p^e6 ourfelves memhers 
of tbeChur(^ of Englana^ and rejoice ia tfaatchsfi 
rai5ter of being accounted tr^ Churchmeo ; and is 
there none, oT all the Ions and daughters which 
ihe bath brought up, to take her by the kn^^ 
and lift her up out of her ruins? oon.etphavQ 
pity upon h^.r, nor griexod to jfee her in the duft^ 
Surely our bowels could not but yem, had wo 
^ny bowels of mercy left, to fi$e our natural mo- 
ther lie thus di&onfolate, deftitute, and forlorn, 
to whqm (next to God) we awe our teniporal be- 
ing i and ought we not much rather to have com-* 
paffion 00 her, to whom, by Gop's bleOing, we 
QWe our fpiritual welfare ? €0^ a v^^man forgik 
6er fucking child j thai Jbc JbquU not have compaffim. 
m ibefon. rfber womi f yea^ bith God,, ibcy may. 
forgeij fpeaking to the Church 5 yet ivill I mt.for-^ 
fahiinty Kai. idix. 15. 

Gop's love to his Churchy wefee, isconitane, 
and perpetual, and he will always preferye it wlth^ 
his ^ig^ty pre(ence, whether werem,emi»ei: it or 
not, even unto the end of the world ; but, ihalL 
we not hereby become very ungrateful to negteft 
fii gracious ;^d merciful a Saviour, into whofe 
Church we were baptized^ confirmed,, and 
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brought up, and at whofe table we are continu* 
ally eating and drinking ? 

But further, we are ftill obliged to fet forward 
this work, by another moft neceflary and indifpen- 
fable duty, and that is Reftitution. Now, though 
each of us here may fay. Our bands have not done 
this wickedne/sj neither have our eyesfeen it ; yet by 
our connivance at it, our hearts feem to have con- 
fented thereunto ; and facrilege is a fin of that 
malignant influence, that though the fadt com«- 
tnitted was but by a few, or byone fingle perfon; 
yet the guilt is difFufive, and cries aloud to God 
for vengeance, not only upon him or them that 
did it, but upon a whole community. As in the 
c^Stof Acban^ God punifhed the whole camp of 
Ifrael^ and charged his wickednefs upon them all ; 
&ying, Ifrael bath finned \ for tbey have taken 
of the accurfed things and tbey bave alfo ftolen and 
dijfembled. Jofli. vii. ii. 

And wiUa man rob God? yet ye bave robbed me ^ 
faith the prophet Malacbi to the facrilegious Jews : 
but ye fay J ivberein bave we robbed him ? In for- 
faking the houfe of God, and negle£iing to build 
it up ; in not reftoring the wages of the iervant 
and hireling, which of us have been kept back ; 
and the charitable contributions of the fatherlefs 
and widow, which have been perverted and mif- 
applied by the people of this land, ftill cry \ and 
the cries of them that have watched on the wall 
are entered into the ears of the Lord of Saboath ; 
andfball not Ivifttfor thefe things, faith the Lord? 
fhaU not my foul be avenged rf fucb a nation as 
this? 

For confider^ faith the prophet Haggaij and re^ 
fleB upon your ways\ ye hokedfor much, and loj it 
came to little ^ and when ye brought it bomc^ J did

ikw upon i/; and why? faiib the Lord of hofis: 
becaufe of mine boufe that is wajie^ and ye run every 
man to Ins own boufe : therefore the Heaven ever you 
is flayed from dewj and the earth is flayed from her 
fruit. And I wifli there was not reafon to make 
this melancholy application to ourfelves: Hath 
there any one ever yet returned home from , this 

{)Iace in peace, to enjoy the bleflings of his native 
and, with the fruits of his labours, fince the time 
that this Houfe of God hath Iain wafte ? For from 
the leafl to the great eft every one is given to covetouf-- 
nefs^ and from the Prophet to the Prieft every one bath 
dealt very treacberoufiy. Jer, vi. 1 3. 

But whatever judgments of reproach or po« 
verty the long negledt of this facred building, al* 
moft for the fpace of thirty years, hath brought 
upon our nation, our forefathers or ourfelves, fure* 
ly the rebuilding of it, in the beft manner we are 
able, is the likelieft means of averting God's an- 
ger, and of bringing variety of bleflings upon us,. 
and our pofterity after us. And therefore upon 
us it lies to fee that it be done ; upon us, I fay, 
who have the greateft fliare and intereft in the be- 
nefit ; and this, I hope, will be inducement fuf- 
ficient to go and fet about this necelTary work i 
which was the fecond thing propofed to be confi- 
deredj namely, 

11. The encouragement here propofed for the 
doing this work. For the Lord is with thee. And 
what greater encouragement could we wiih for or 
delire, than to have the Lord on our fide : for if 
he be for us, who can be againfl: us ? "The Lord is 
my lights and my falvation^ faith the Royal Pfalm- 
i&flwbom tbenfhaU I fear f The Lord is theftrengtb 
of my life^ of whom tbenfhaU I be afraid? God's 
uvour is our greateft happinefs, and his loving 

kindncfs 
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ktndhefii better thaA tKe life itfelf. His mercy 
ufualiy entails a bkffing upon his people^ and his 
feithfulners retnaihs upon children's children; ie 
affords the molt comfortable aflurance of happinefi 
in this life» and will be the very perfection of our 
cnjoynnfents in the next. 

For Gob is not unrighteous to forget fuch works 
and labour bf love ; and when he is pleafed with 
us, what may we not hope for ot expert from 
him ? Ail ibefi bleffings Jbdll come upon thee^ and 
overtake thetj faich Mofes^ fptaking to the children 
of ifrael \ iftboMjbali hearken unh the voice of the 
Lord tby God : Ueffedjbalt thou be in the tifjy and

Thefe and many more fuch bfeflirigi afti pro- 
ftiifbd to obediehce m general, arid th^fefore may 
well te expected from this Ihining inftdhce of it, 
our charity in p^rticulai^; and of all the gracious 
j>fomife^ made to recommend charity in general, 
this of building and repairing Churches is in the 
higheft degree the moft commendable and praife* 
worthy, inafmuch as it is of all others the mpft 
excell^t fort of it ; defigned more immediately 
for the fervice of 6oi>, atri coming to us in the 
rtamebf the Lord. 

iTou ha^e beard of the blefling that sittended 
the ark of Go0 » how thd Lord blefied the houfe 
of Obed-ido^j in6 all that pertained unto him, 
becaufe of the ark of God, which remained in his^ 
houlb; and if the receiving of the ^k of God 
into hif hpufe was fo well-pleafing in bis fight, 

how 
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bow much more acceptable may we fiippofe the 
building an houfe for its reception and ufe? 

Bui who is able J fays Sdsnun, to buiU an boufi 
for God I feeing the Hesvm^ mi the Havoen of 
Heavens cannot contain him ? niuch lefs that hoiaft 
which he had built for him, though the moft 
magnificent in all the world. But fince it pleafad 
GoD»- out of mere k)ve and condefcenlion toman*' 
kind,* to have his Tempk here on earth, and €6 
phice his name there \ this was what induced that 
wift king in eredting that glorious and (lately (^ 
brick, to make up in ornament what it wanted iii 
extent ; and, fince it was in Vain he faw, to en^ 
large its dimenfioni, he refolved to adorn it fid 
mtich the more with richnefs, and beauty, and 
tecelleiKy of workmanfliip. 

Now, though we cannot pretend to parallel 
thofe great and (hining examples of Ifyfes his T^« 
bernade o^ Solomon^s Temple, either in fplendor 
or magnificence,, yet ftill we may in fome pro<^ 
portionate degree imitate ttsir zeal and aSt&iiM 
for Goj/% honour, by a piotis emulation to thd 
t>tmoft of our atnltties; our honeft endeav&Qrt 
will pfove never the worfe for having £> bright 
an escslmple before us : for ioSks of charity, md 
other good works, like the facrifices of old, arft 
didtptidj not according to the vahie of the oi£:r- 
ing, but according to the ability and good will o£ 
the oiSerer; the perfon under the law, who was 
fiot aUe to bring a kmib, was to bring two tur* 
ties to two young pigeons; and in building the 
Tabernacle^ goats hair and badgers fkins were aft 
offering foffitient from thofe who had not where* 
withal to give more ; according to this fanoe rute 
of proportioir^ the widow's two mites, we read of 
in the gofpel, were looked upon as a greater prefertt 
than all the ofiermgs of tte rich put, together ^ For 

all 
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ibey did caft in of their abundance into the treafury \ 
butjhe of her want did caft in all thatjbe had^ even 
edl her living. Mark xxi .44. 

So that if there be firft a wilting mind, which 
all may have, and none can be without, it is ac- 
cepted according to what a man hath, and not 
according to what he hath not ; a willing mind, 
I fay, for that i& the life and foul of benefadions ; 
it is that which conquers all difficulties, and ren* 
ders all excufes vain. And, fince St PaulzS\xtt% 
us, that God proportions the quality of the bleff* 
ing to the quantity of the gift, this (hould alfo en- 
courage us to do all that ever we can in this mat- 
ter, and even to ftraiten ourfelves to do God fer« 
vice, when need (hall fo require it : For be that 
foweth fparingly fiall reap fparingly^ and he that 
fowetb bouniifully Jball reap alfo bountifully ; but lei 
every man do according as be is difpofed in his hearty 
not grudgingly^ or of necejftty^ butwillingfyandcbeer-^ 
fully y for God hvetba cheerful gimer : we need not 
be afraid of lofing any thing laid out after this 
manner; for we have the beft iecurity, when 
God himfelf ftands bound for it, and is engaged 
for the payment ; it is laying up in ftore a por- 
tion for hereafter, and a good foundation for the 
time to come. 

Moreover, we fee the ufefulnefi of good works, 
in that they conduce both tothe honour of God, and 
the intereft of our religion ; to God's honour, by 
promoting his fervice and wor ihip ; to the intereft 
of our religion, by preventing any caufelefs fepa- 
ration from its coinmunton ; it is alfo a credit and 
advantage to the whole iOand, inafmuch as reli- 
gion is, or ought to be, the chief concern and 
bulinefs of our whole lives ; and when there is fuch 
a convenient provifion made for the free and open 
profi^flion of it, it will be an encouragement to trade, 

and 
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&n^ a public indication of our faith ^hd integrity. 
Befides^ it is our fureft guard Uhd defenCe againft 
Popery, and a moft pp^erfu! argument and bul- 
wark againft Diflenters ; a place of continual rc- 
fort in profperity, and our greateft fafc-guard in 
time or adverfity. 

If ever, therefore, we expeft to fee this ifland 
flourilh and increafe in honour, Wealth, and pow-^ 
cr; if ever we hope for God's liiefcy and pro- 
teftion, or defirc the light of hisi coliritcfnance tci 
Ihine either upon our coanfels or endeaydurs, buf 
families or ourfeives, may We date theft bleffings 
from the day that the foUrtddtion of this Church 
is laid ? and may this Bieflidg, not conHhed tb 
time or place^ difFufe itfclf beyond the circle of 
this royal fetdement unto the neighbouring fado- 
ries round about us ! may theit merchants carry 
out little, and bring in much ; and when they 
have brt)ught it home, may God breathe upon it, 
and multiply it excleedingly ! 

Then may wc fay with holy David ; TboUjbaU 
arife^ Lvrd^ akd ba^e mercy upon SioH : fof it is 
time^ that thou have tni^rcy upon btr ; yea the time is 
come ; and tvby ? even becaufe tby fervants tbink 
Upon berftones^ and it pitietb tbem to fee ber in tbe 
dafi. Tben Jball tbe beat ben fear tby^ Name^ 
Lord J and all tbe kings of tbe ear tb tby majejly; 
even wben tbe Lard fiidll build up Sion, and wben 
bis Glory Jhall appear. Tbis Jball be written for a 
memorial of us to tbofe tbat come after ^ and the 
people wbicb Jball bi born Jball praift tbeLord^ Pfal. 
cii. i3~ie. 

In a word ; may thofe be exalted to the higheft 
degree of glory, and (hine forth as ftars of the 
firft magnitude, that (hall be thus happily in- 
llrumental in promoting God*s honour, in con- 
verting men from the error of their ways and in

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turning many to rigl}t€Qufnc(s ( May God A1* 
mighty fo ftir up the minds of hh faithful peopl6| 
that every one that hath tipt. litfle, may do hi^ 
diligence to give of that little ; ^nd may others^ 
be bountiful, as God hath enabled them ! ma.y 
we all by this means fecure to oujrfelve^ tl^e con-:

"VTOURS I received by Mr Hart in the George^ 
and according to your defire have offered to 
Governor jS^^^, &c. and Council, your propofal 
of contributing firfl: to your Charity-fchool, in 
order to have as much endeavoured to be re- 
turned towards the building of our Church. But, 
Gentlemen, I am forry to find your Chriftian 
zeal, fo much fpoken of in thefe foreign parts, 
fo degenerate and confined, as not to extend it- 
iclf beyond the bounds of your own territories 
but upon conditions. I always thought that 
ads of^charity, and other good works, ought to 
be lefi: to the free difpofal of every benefactor 5 
or elfe where is the thanks, or what difference is 
there between Chriftians and Heathens? Such 
bartering of charity will avail us but little here $ 
and fmall, \ doubt, hereafter will be the retura 
of fuch provident bounty. 

As to the objedtion you were pleafed to make 
againft oyr defign, or rather againfl the manner 
of executing it, I ftiall give you this fliort, and 
I hope fatisfa£tory anfwer. The defign of our 
Church, as well as the manner of it, was at firft 
propofed fome years ago by our predeceffbrf \ 

and 
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and finding the walls, which ftill remain/were 
found and good, akeady raifed and prepared to 
our hands ; it was thought more ' advifeable to 
carry on and finifh what they had begun, than 
to undertake the laying of a new foundation. 
And as to the rearing up of a fabrick, which you 
imagintf rather magnificent than ufeful ^ I think; 
it not at all' difproportionate to the number of 
our inhabitants, at leafi: not to the expefted in* 
creaie of them ; neither is it in my opinion un- 
fuicable, unlefs it be in the defed:, to tne dignity 
and honour of our royal fettlement. 

And now. Gentlemen, I hope you will be 
pleafed to anfwer me ; pray, what objeft or de-^ 
£gn can there be more beneficial or deferving 
our charity, than the employing it in the imme* 
diate fervice of God ? or what more prepofterous 
, to our Chriftian profeffion, than to fet up a Poor-> 
« Ichool in competition with our MotherXhurch ? 
htprimis venerare Dnm^ is an old maxim, found 
and orthodox ; and the erefting of Charity-fcbools 
is no doubt of very great ufe, noble and com>^ 
mendable, but not comparable I hope to that of 
building of Churches, how remote foever you 
make it to religion. 

Gentlemen, I fliould not have mentioned the 
contributions to your Church, that have been for- 
merly made by the inhabitants of this place, had 
you prefented us freely ; but if the common ties 
of Cbriftianity cannot prevail, yet even thofe of 
humanity and gratitude might, one would think, 
have fome fort of influence, efpecially over grate- 
ful apd geneirous foulis, and efpecially where there 
is an AbUity to perforin it. 

I know. Gentlemen, that charity begins for the 
moft part with ourfelves, and is always ready to. 
look firft at home, before it prefumes to venture 

itfelf 
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itfelf abroad ; yet, however, your good wiflies for 
the fuccefs of our undertaking, which would not 
have coft much, would have been accepted of I 
dare fay in part of payment, and a handfome de« 
tiial, as hail the requeft. 

May the great God direft and prqfper your en« 
deavours, and may you out-fhine your predeceflbrs 
in piety and good works, as they have out-(hone 
thofe that have gone before them !

T-T A V I N G this opportunity of paying my 
rcfpcfts^ I thought myfelf obliged for the 
many favours received, to continue this fma]l trir 
bute of a grateful acknawledgement. 

In my laft I promifed your Worfliip fome^acr 
count of the ceremony in opening pur new Chujcbt 
which was. performed, accqrding to Governor 
Boone^s order, in the following mannner. 

On Chrillmas-day laft, j 7 18, the Governot 
and p>uncil, attendfcd by the free Merchants, Mir 
litary, &ff« Inhabitants of the place, prpceeding 
froni the Fort in great order tq the Church, and 
approaching the great door .at the weft end, were 
jnet by the Chaplain in his proper habi(,^nd iii* 
troduced repeating the twenty-^fourth P/alm^ with 
the Gloria Patri. The Church was dre0e4 with 
palm branches and plantin trees, the pillars adorn* 
ed with wreaths of greens, aud the doubli^ crofles 
over the arches lopked like fo many ftars in the 
firmament. Service began as ufg al on Chriftmas-' 
day, but with this additional fatisfaflion, the mak- 
ing a new Chriftian the fame day in our new 
Churchy agood omen, I hope, of a future increafe : 
the Governor,Mrs Pi^ritfr and MrsCrommelin^Aood 
goflips ; who came down to the font in time of 
divine fervice, where thd child was baptized ac- 
cording to order» by the name of Sufanna ; a whole 
croud of black people ftanding round about. Ram- 
tnagee and all his caft, who were fo well pleafed 
with the decency and regularity of our way of 
worfhipi that theyftood it out the whole fervice. 

Sermon 
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Sermon ended, Ifaiah Ivi, 7. the Governor, 6fr. 
Council and Ladies repaired to the veftry, ii^here 
having drank fuccefs to the new Church in a glafs of 
Sack, the whole Town returned to the Governor's 
lodgings within the fort ; where was a fplendid 
entertainment, wine and mufic, and abundance 
of good cheer. After dinner the Governor be- 
gan Church and King, according to cuftom ; but 
upon this occafion an additional complement of 
21 great guns from the fort, which were anfwer- 
td by the European fliips in the harbour; with fe« 
veral other healths, drinking and firing till almoft 
four a clock *, and left fo good an 0(^rtunity 
ihould flip, by the Governor's leave I brought in 
the fubicription*book, and got above twothoufand 
four iuindred rupees to our Church, of which the 
Governor, for example's fake, launched out one 
thouftod rupees himfelf. We have not yet quite 
finifiied the Tower/f>n which there isafteeple de* 
figned to be built, and raifed, in order for a fea«> 
mark, as high as we can tower it. 

As to the Church itfdf, it is indeed a ftru^re 
idefervedly adq^ired for its ftrength and beauty, 
neatnefs and uniformity, but more efpecially for 
its echo 5 thcroofiaf it beihg arched with three re- 
gular arches of ftone, fupported by two rows of 
pillars afnd ^illafters on each fide, with a large 
temi-dome at the eaft end to recdve the com- 
toiunion table, like th^t of St PauFs^ iMidoHy af- 
cending by three fteps, and a rail to feparate it* from 
the body of the Church.

by divine Providence Lord Archbifhop of Can^ 
terbjury^ and for the right Reverend Father in 
God, John by divine Pcrmiffion Lord Bifhop of 
London^ our Metropolitan and Diocefan. 

Pray ye like wife for the King's moft Honour- 
able Privy Council, for all the Nobility and Ma- 
giftracy of his realms ; particularly for the Hon- 
ourable United Company of Merchants oi England 
trading to the Eafi Indies. 

Pray ye alfo for the Commons of our land : 
And ,that there be never wanting a conftant fup- 
ply of fit perfons to do God fervice in Church 
and State, let us befeech him to profper the two 
famous Univerfities oi England^ Oxford and Cam- 
bridge \ togVant that in fhefe, and in all other 
places more immediately fet apart to his honour 
and glory, religion and learning, virtue and good 
manners, and whatfoever elfe is commendable 
and praife - worthy, may for ever flouriih and 
abound.

defired port, to declare the wonders which Goi> 
hath done, and to rejoice in him in whom they '

But left our unthankfulnefs for mercies already 
received fliould make us unworthy of his future 
favours, let us be niindful to offer up our praifes 
and thankfgivings, for all his mercies conferred 
upon us i to blels him for our creation, preferva- 
tion, health, friends, food and raiment, for the 
comforts as well as the neceffaries of this life, 
particularly for the light of the glorious gofpel, 
and for the free excercife of his true religion in 
thefe remote parts of the Chriftian world. 

But above all ought we to laud and magnify 
his great and glorious Name, for that amazing in« 
ftance of love towards us, in fending his Ion,

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And in the New Teftament the faaie holy Tem- 
ple was honoured with no lefs title than the figure 
of the heavens } the pattern of that true tabernacle 
not made with hands, where the glorious Majefty 
of God more peculiarly refides. 

Now though we cannot compare any of our 
Churches with that glorious and magnificent 
firudure of King Solomon^ to which thofe honour* 
^ble titles did fo eminently belong, the Temple 
oi Jerufalem\yc\ti% the place above all others in 
which God was pleafed to fix his Name ; yet we 
trull hisName, his Dwelling and favourable Pre- 
fence is equally in every one of them, and in 
this alfo, which is here ereAed for his fervice and 
worfhip. 

In this therefore the Chriftian Chuch becomes 
not inferior to the Jewilh Temple for matter of 
fpiritual ufe and benefit ; inafmuch as in the one' 
the daily facrifice of flain beafts was conftantly 
to be offered to the God of IfraeU in the other 
the daily facrifice of Prayer and Praife is conti- 
nually to be performed to the fame God ; nay 
the Chriftian Church hath this preeminence above 
the Jewifh place of worfhip, not only as it prc- 
fenteth a more perfeft facrifice, but becaufe it is 
defigned for a much larger extent and communi- 
cation ; the one having admitted but few profe- 
lytes to its devotion, the other being capable of 
receiving whole nations to the faith ; according 
to that reniarkable prediAion of the Prophet here 
before us. 

Alfo the fons of the ftr anger ^ that join tbemfehes 
to the Lord^ toferve bim^ and to love the Name of 
the Lordy tj be his fervants^ every one that keepetb 
t be fahbath from polluting it, and that taketh bold of 
tny covenant : even them will I bring to my holy moun^ 
tain^ and make them joyful in my Houfe of Prayer \ 

thdr 
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their hurnt^fferings and their fdcrifices fi>aU he ae- 
eepted upon mine altar ^^ far mine HoufefiaU be caU^ 
ed an Houfe of Prvjer for all people. 

From the confideration of which words, I fliall 
endeavour to do chefe three things : 

L I fhall enquire into the neceflary duty and 
benefit of Prayer, elpecially that which is 
publicly made ufe of in the Houfe of God. 

II. I fhall recommend to you the manner of 
peiforming this our public devotion, with 
Tome ufefui circumftances conducive there- 
unto. 

III. I (hall lay before you the univerfality of 
this duty, by tfie enlargement of Chrift*s 
Church, here foretold in my text, with (bme 
proper inferences fuitable to this folemnity. 

I. Then I am to enquire into the neceflary 
duty and benefit of Prayer, efpecially that 
which is publicly made ufe of in the Houfe 
of God. 
Amongft the feveral duties enjoined us in holy 
fcripture, there is none more acceptable to God, 
nor of greater ufe and benefit to mankind, than 
Prayer ; a duty which we ought continually io 
be engaged in, as long as we remain in this fub- 
lunary world, and which muft be cpnftantly at- 
tended both in public and private as our never- 
ceafing facrifice. 

Prayer is of all others a duty of that impor- 
tance, that it is productive of the greateft blefs- 
ings we enjoy ; a duty the ofreneft inculcated to 
us, by reafon of the neceflity and advantages that 
attend it ^ it is as neceflary as any, becaufe we 
always ftand in need of the divine afliftance for

For which reaibn thie public Service and Prayers 
of the Church have always been efteemed prefer- 
able to thofe th^t are done in private ; and this 
liye have univerfally confirmed by the voice of 
nature, reafbn and experience ; inafmuch as the 
more public and unanimous our acknowledg- 
ments are, the more do they tend to the glory 
of God, and the edification of his people. 

Be^des, God hath ordered his never-failing 
blefiing to wait continually at his own Houfe ; 
here it is that Chrifl: hath promifed his gracious 
aOlftance in a more efpecial manner : For wber£ 

two 
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two or tlree are gathered together in mf Name^ 
faith our Saviour, there am I in the fmJfl of them. 
And if the Prayers of a few be fo prevalent and 
powerful, how much more eflPefhiafare the united^ 
devotions of many of us here met together in the 
Houfe of God. 

Now "as to the particular form of fuch public 
devotions, there hate been in all ages of the 
Church divers Liturgies or forms of Comnioa 
Prayer prefcribed and luited to the various exigent 
qes of times and places ^ fuch as that of St James 
of Jerufalem^ St Mark at Aexandria^ as likewiie 
thofe of St Clement^ St Bafil^ St Chryfojtom^ and 
St Atnhrofe \ each having their feveral forms of 
devotion compofed for the ufc of the feveral 
Churches they prefidcd over; from the feveral 
forms of fuch ancient Liturgies both of the Gr^^ifc 
and Latin Churches, though corrupted by length 
of time in matters of faith as well as ceremonies, 
the Church of England.h2ith compiled her mofk 
excellent forrti of Prayer, extrafting from them 
nothing but what was truly primitive, pure -and 
uncorrupted, being exaftly agreeable to 'the rule 
of holy fcripture, which is the ftandard of our 
faith. 

And as to the real excellencies of our EngUJb 
Liturgy, the form of Common Prayer made ufc 
of by the Church of England^ and appointed to 
ht read every Morning and fivening; I fhall 
here beg leave to tranfcribe that public tefUmony 
and mark of approbation given' of it by the ge- 
neral confent of our nation in King Edward Vl. 
reign, anno 1548, when the book of Common 
Prayer was at flrft compiled, terming it ; " The 
** form of a very godly order, agreeable to the 
** word of God, and the primitive Church, very 
"*• comfortable to all good people defiring to live 

" in 
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<^ in Chriftlan converfacion, and moft profitable 
f^ to the eftate of this realm, upon the wl^ich^ie 
** mercy, favour and bleffing of Almighty Ood 
^^ is in no wife fo readily and plentifully poured, 
^< as by Common Prayer, due ufing the Sacra* 
<< ments, and often preaching the Gofpd, with 
••* the demotion of the hearers." 

Add to this, that other, yet far more hortoiii^- 
>ble teftimony received from that memorable

' So that to fay the leafb of it that may be faid 
to the praife and hopour of our excellent Liturgy ; 
there is not a more primitive and compieat, a 
more found and orthodox '<iolli?£i:ioQ of public 
Prayers prefcribed and ma^eufe of in.aoy pare 
of the Cnriftian Church this^ day in the ivhote 
world i to which alfo may be. added the blaod of 
the learned compilers of it, fome of which vris 
fhed at the beginning of the Reformation, as a 
feal in confirmation of its trutii and excellency ; 
as likewife the blood of the royal martyr Kinj 
Charles I. our martyred Sovereign, the greatei 
glory and bulwark of our Church, as our Church 
is thefupport and ornament of the Reformation, 

Such was the teftimony of its firft compilers, 
and fuch the conftancy of its defenders fince ; 
that like as in the firft ages of Chriftianity, the 
blood of martyrs was faid to be the feed of the 
Church \ fo it is to be hoped this Church of ours 
will always remain for ever glorious, that can 
boaft of fo many martyrs in its defence.

There are atfo other things, Ihough not afibi- 
ally enjoined or prefcribed by Ru&lc^ axp yet 
eftablifhed by ancient and general cuftom f^ tke 
Church ; fuch ds oiir private ej;|culatiOQS ileSorp 
we begin Prayers, imploring Gbp^s betp and 
alliftance in our devotions, and his acceptance df 
them, when Prayers are ended ; our givir^ glory 
to God at the naming of the GoTpei ; and our 
turnmg to the Eaft in making our public «pro- 
fefllon of our faith. 

A general conformity in thefe External a£ls of 
public devotion declareth an inward fenfe of the 
Majefty of God, and an humble obedience to the 
commands of our fuperiors, a devout harmony 
between our fouls and our bodies, . with which

Furthermore it i^ ttqrf 
ConfeffitJn, Lord's Ffi^ 
loth or immediately 4ffe 
make our Refponfes vritii 
and audible voice, and m 
tors, as if we had ilothidg 
of our duty ; ic being ho 
the Houfe of Prayer, bu 
be filent : For -^bofoever, 
ie ofitamed 'of me and of m 
fon of man be afijamed. viben be jhall c(fm in his 
mim glory, and in his Father's, and of the ho^ an- 
gels, Luke ix. 26. 

The primitive Chrittians were indeed remark- 
able for their Cngular piety; reverence and de- 
votion, in difcharging thefe duties to the utmoft 
of their power; they Were zealous and hearty 
in their public devotions, and made their Re- 
fponfcs all together, unaniiViou(ly and chcarfully. 

When we thus jointly advance the fame com- 
mon intereft, and as becomes a body animated 
by the fame fpirit, jve all attend the fame thing, 
to the glory of God, and the edification of his 
people; when we thus in imitation of the hea- 
venly 
* CommuntoD Service, 
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venly hoft (who are all reprefented ftandiog-be* 
lore the throne of God, and pr^fing him with 
a loud voice,) Ihall join in that plea&nt part of 
cur devotion, by finging unanimoufly and chear- 
fully to the glory of God, with the voice of 
praife, thanksgiving and melody i then may we 
be faid to glorify God,, even the Father of our 
Lord Jefus Ckrift, with one mind, and with one 
mouth ; then may wejbe faid to praife GoDf in 
the beauty of holinefs. 

And as the benefit of Prayer is hereby Kei^t-. 
ned and advanced by the joint concurrence and 
unanimity of the people^ fo alfo is the place of 
fuch public aflemblies another circumftance of 
no fmall importance and help to devotion : For 
how can we come into the Houfe of God, and 
not be moved with the glory of his Majefty ? or 
how can we approach his facred Altar, and not 
be concerned in whofe prefcnce we appear ? thq 
Which I hope, will be encouragement fufficicnt 
io invite you all to come to Church, and yet 
fufficient to deter from any irrevereat behaviour 
here. 

' It is true, indeed. Goo's prefcnce is univerfal, 
and no where confined, neither is there any place 
in itfelf abfolutely unfit to make our humble ad- 
drefles before him ; he is about our path, and 
about our bed, we are told, in our clofets, in 
our gardens, and in the fields \ whcrcfoever God 
is called upon in fincerity and truth, there is he 
found of them that call upon him, .in what corner 
of the world focvcr they are in j whether with 
Mofes in the wilderncfs, with Job on the dunghil, 
with Jonas in the whale's belly, or with Daniel in 
the den of lions, wit1i St Paul on board the [hip, 
or even with the Thief upon the crofs ; thefe all 
having called upon the Lord, he heard them, 

he 
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he heard them from all the different parts and 
places they were in-; yet the Church for the pub- 
lic wor(hip of God, and the common refort of 
the people, muft be acknowledged the propereft 
and moft convenient place of worfhip ; a place 
where the Majefty of God more peculiarly re- 
fides, and where he is faid to be more imme» 
d lately prefent, and delighted in. 

In the law we find, that Mofes^ in delivering 
God's ordinances to the Jews, hath joined thefe 
two commandments together ; Te Jhall keep my 
Sabbaths^ and reverence my SanHuary. I am the 
Lardy Levit. xix. 30. making the obfervation of 
God's holy day, and the reverence of his dwell- 
ing place to run both in one verfe ; both being 
defigned to keep up God's true religion and wor* 
(hip, as they naturally tend to advance each 
other ; the one refpcfting the place, the other 
the time of its public adminiftration. Not thac 
we afcribeany inherent virtue or holinefs to thefe 
places, but fuch as is relative only, and due for 
his fake for whom they were defigned ^ as 
Maimonides in Bi(hop Patrick explains the text 
abovementioned ; the Sanftuary itfelf was not to 
be reverenced, but He who hath commanded that 
reverence, which is God. 

In the gofpel it is obferved, that the argu- 
ment which our Saviour makes ufe of againft 
the money-changers, and other common pro- 
faners of the Temple, he taketh from the ufe 
whercunto it was fet apart, and for ever dedi- 
cated to the fervice or God, faying j Is it not 
written, myHoufe Jha'l be called of all nations the 
Houfe of Prayer f which was formerly, and is ftill 
to be kept facred and inviolable ; fo that he would 
not fufFer fo much as the outward court of it to 
be profaned or put to common \,ifcs, nor pefmic 

H any 
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any man to carry even a veflcl through it, to 
defile it ; fuch was the refped paid to the Sane* 
tuary even by our Saviour Chrift himfelf^ who 
was the trqe owner and proprietor of it. 

And as to the material part of God's Houfe or 
Sandtuajry, though we want at prefent in thefe 
remote parts the neceflkry folemnity of dedicatr 
ing this Church, and fetting it apart by a regular, 
decent and authoritative reparation for the ufe it 
was intended; yet in this alfo,even in this Church, 
unconfecrated as it is, there is a decency required; 
and that not only in refpeft to the Majefty of 
God, in whofe more immediate prefence we are; 
but in regard to that religion we own, anid the 
dignity of our profeffion: For as th^ r^fped and 
grandeur of an earthly prince is maintained by 
the pomp and fplendor of his palace, fo is the 
Majefty of our heavenly King in fome fort fet 
forth by the external glory and magnificence of 
his Temple ; the loftinefs of whofe facred and 
venerable fabrick raifes the devotion of the moft 
zealous fuppliant, and itrikes the beholder with 
a religious awe. 

It was for this reafon, no doubt, that in making 
the Tabernacle, fuch care was taken, that what 
it wanted in extent, might be made up in con- 
trivance, coftjinefs and grandeur, that it might 
be as beautiful and as rich as art could make it; 
and in building the firft Temple, that glorious 
and magnificent work of King Solomon^ what vaft 
preparations were there of all things, of filver 
and gold and precious ftones ; what extent and 
contrivance, what ftrength and beauty, what va-* 
riety and order, and excellency of workmanfhip? 
And what was all this for? but to the honour of 
God, to render the palace exceeding glorious, 
Xf> raife the admiration of every beholder, and 

fpread 
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fpread its fame and glory throughout the whole 
world. 

In like manner alfo in our Chriftian Churches, 
that reverence we owe to God and his religion^ 
ought undoubtedly to be preferred, by a decent 
atid honourable provifion for it*, and provided 
we diftirfguifh betwixt a falfe and too artificial a 
beauty on the one hand, and a mean and fordid 
deformity on the other, what coft can we think 
too great to be bellowed on the place of God's 
worftiip? or what expences too much for the 
honbur of his fervice ? In this, wc give the world 
a teftimony of our afFeftion to that religion wc 
profefs; in the other, we declare that honour wc. 
acknowledge due to the God We ferve ; in both 
we promote the glorious end and defign of the 
gofpel : For fuch palaces are not made for man, 
but for the Lord God. 

IIL I am to lay before you the univerfality of 

this duty, by the enlargement of Chrift's 

Church, here foretold in my text; withfomc 

proper inferences fuitable to this folemnity. 

The great end and defign, you know, of our 

Saviour's coming into the world was, that jtll 

the world through him might be faved ; that as 

in Adam all diedy fo in Chrift jhall all be made alive ; 

that all nations. Gentiles as well as Jews, even 

the whole race of mankind, might come to the 

light of the glorious gofpel, and that all fiefh 

might fee the falvation of God. 

In order whereunto it pleafed the Almighty, 
when the fulnefs of the time was come, to fend 
forth his Son, his only begotten Son into the 
world ; who by taking the ftate of our nature 
upon him, undertook the redemption of loft 
mankind ; thereby completing thofe ancient pru- 

H % phecics,^ 
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phecies, that foretold the coming of the ezpeft* 
ed Mefliah, promifed to our firft parents Aiam 
and Eve in paradife;. in that, the fad of the wo- 
nuinfhould break tbeferpent^s bead. 

And chat he might the more effefhially deftroy 
that exorbitant power which the Devil and his 
Angels had ufurped over men \ it pleafed our 
Saviour before he left this world, to eftablifli his 
Church and Kingdom hereon earth, commiflion^ 
ing his Apoilles to carry on that great work, 
which he had begun, and to extend the limits of 
his eftabliflied empire over the face of the whole 
. earth. 

The univerfality of which Church and King- 
dom of our Saviour's was foretold by the royal 
Ffaimift, and the Prophets that fucceeded him *, 
that God would give bim tbe beatben for bis inhe- 
ritance^ and tbe utmoft farts of tbe eartb for bis 
foffeffion\ that his dominion fhould be extended from 
fea to fea^ and from tbe flood unto tbe V)orld^s end\ 
that all Kings fhould fall down before bim, and all 
nations Jbould do bimfervicei that tbe mountain of 
tbe Lord's Houfe fhould be eftablifhed in tbe top of tbe 
mountains^ and that all nations fhould flow unto it ; 
that the eartb fhould be filled with tbe knowledge of 
tbe Lor dy as the waters cover tbe tbe fea \ agree- 
able whereunto was the enlargement foretold 
by the bringing in of' the Gentiles to the obedi- 
ence cf the* faith, and in calling the 'Hogfe of 
God an Houfe cf Prayer for all people. 

In confirmation ot which ancient and glorious 
prophecies, our Saviour alfo affures the Jews, 
that the time would come, when the Gentiles 
fhould be admitted to the fame privileges with 
themfclves, faying i Other fbeep I have , which are 
not of this fold ; them alfo I muft bring, and they 
fhall hear my voice \ and xh^xtfhall be onefold^ and 

one 
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efie Jhepberd. And before Chrift*s afcenfion into 
heaven he exprefly charged his Apoftles, faying; 
Go ye into all the worlds and preach the go/pel to every 
creature ; and again, Tejhall be witnejfes unto me^ 
hothinjerufalem^ andinalljudea^ and in Samaria^ 
and unto the utter moft part of the earth. 

And as the Church of Chrift is thus uhiverfal 
in relpeft to place, fo is it alfo ' perpetual in re- 
gard to time ; the Jewilh oeconomy being to lafl: 
no longer than the coming of Chrift, and then 
to ceafe when Chrift appeared % but the Chriftian 
Church, or Chrift's kingdom hereon earth, was 
to be eftablifhed for ever; as long as the fun and 
moon endureth, even throughout all generations; 
and that it fliould be fuch as fhould never be 
deftroyed. No weapon that is formed againjl it 
Jhali profperi xitxxhtx fhall the gates of bell be ever 
able to prevail againft it. 

The fame alfo was foretold by the angel G^- 
briel% that Chrift fhould reign over the houfe of 
Jacob for ever^ and of bis kingdom there fhould be 
no end ; agreeable to that promife made by our 
Saviour to the Apoftles, and to their fucceflbrs ; 
ibat be would be with them^ and aflllt them always^ 
even unto the end of the world. 

Hence we fee th* Church of Chrift is by its 
very nature and firft original conftitution of it, 
'an univerfal fociety, fitted and defigned for the 
reception of all men into its rights and privileges; 
making no difference between Jew and Gentile, 
ctrcumcifion and uncircumcifion, bond and free, 
male and female ; being all one in Chrift Jefus : 
For by one fpirit we are all baptized into one body^ 
and by one fpirit we are all built up a fpiritual 
houfe, raifed upon the foundation of the Apoftles 
and PropbetSy Jefus Chrifl h'mfelf being the chief 
earner Ji one. 

H 3 And 
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And here what a fpacious profpeft have we in 
fight? how glorious an appearance doth this 
open to our view ? how infinite a fociety may we 
luppofe this to be, that is made up of all the 
faithful in Chrift Jefus, from the beginning of 
the world Unto the end of it ? And from whence 
may we date the original of this bleffing ? but 
from the important tidings of this good day, the 
nativity of our bleffedLord and Saviour; ulhefed 
in by a multitude of the heavenly hoft, praifing 
God, and faying ; Glory be to God in the higheftj 
and on earth peace^ good-will towards men. 

This is that day, from which, as from the 
fountain head,^ thofe mighty bleflings confequcnt 
thereupon do fucceed and flow ; this is that feafV, 
which above all feftivals is crowned with the 
honour of God's peculiar making, the queen of 
feafts, and birth-day of the world ; this is that 
day, which father Abraham forefaw, and rejoiced 
even at that diftant fight of it. Now are thofe 
illuftrious prophecies fulfilled, that pointed out 
to us the gracious dcfigns of Providence ; now is 
the partition-wall broken down, that old diftinc- 
tion between Jew and Gentile, and the kingdom 
of heaven thrown open to all believers; now 
is Divinity efpoufed to Htfmanity, and Heaven 
and Earth conrrafted together ; now is the mar- 
riage of the Lamb come, the greateft wedding 
that ever was, the marriage between Chrift and 
his Spoufe the Church, and God and man recon- 
ciled to each other. 

Welt therefore may we break forth into joy, 

with the royal Pfalmift, and fay with him ; This 

is the Lord^s doings and it is marvellous in our eyes : 

this is the day which the Lord hath made\ we 

will rejoice^ and be glad in it. 

And 
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And now, were it pofiiblc to add to the folcm- 
hity, or increafe the public fcnfe of our grati- 
tude for the joyful return of this aufpicious day; 
we of this place have new caufe of rejoicing, in 
feeing by our own hands a beautiful Structure thus 
recovered from its ruins, and raifcd a Church 
before our eyes ; in openii)g a wider door, and 
more efFedlual, I hope, towards propagating, as 
well as prefcrving the eftablifhed dodrine of our 
faith ; and in taking otF the reproach from our- 
felves and nation, that the heathen fhould not 
ftill fay ; Where is now their God ? Not that we are 
Jufficient of ourfelves to think or do any thing as of 
ourfelveSy but our fufficiency is of God\ and there- 
fore not unto us, but unto his Name ought the praift 
to be given J for his loving mercy ^ and for his truth 
fake : For all things come of him. 

But that we may not altogether detrad: from 
men that lawful and fubordinate regard that is 
due to their good works-, the charitable contri-* 
butions of our worthy Bencfaftors may and ought 
to be admired and commended: for it is they 
who have been the inftrumental caufes of this 
benefit ^ it is they, who by their hearty concur- 
rence to the work, have made proof of their faith, 
afFed:ion and liberality -, like thofe noble inftances 
of zeal and emulation recorded by St Paul of 
the Churches of Macedonia^ who to their power, I 
hear them record, yea and fome even beyond their 
prefent abilities, contributed-, not mentioning the 
fubftantial ttftimony of others, the repeated li- 
berality of feveral in this place, in imitation of 
fo illuftrious a precedent before us. 

May the memorial of this their abundant kind- 
nefs, which cannot deferve lefs than an annual 

H 4 comme- 
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commemoration, be tranfmitted to pofterity in 
this Church throughout all ages ? And may the 
God and Father of our Lord Jcfus Chrift, who 
is able to make all grace and charity abound in 
you more and more, confirm! and ftrengthen you 
in all goodnefs, that ye a)ways having all fuffi- 
ciency in all things, may abound to do every 
good word and work, through Chrift Jefus our 
Saviour; to whom with the Father and the 
blefled Spirit be all honour and glory, now and 
for ever. Amen.

'K/l Y laft to you was of the 24th of February ^ 
1719-20, fince which I received your kind' 
letter of the 17th of 5^/>/. 1 719, and communi- 
cated it to the Society, who were not a little 
pleafed to find your zeal continue for erecting a 
Charity-School after you had hear accomplifhed 
the expenfive undertaking of building a Church. 
I hope the fame blelTing which has accompanied 
you in one of thefe undertakings will alfo attend 
the other. 

The Society were very much pleafed with your 
account of the Governor's liberality, and the pru- 
dence by which the fubfcription has been con- 
duced ; and am glad to tell you that feveral of the 
honourable Directors of the Eaji India Company 
ihew an inclination as much to &vour a School at 

Bombay^ 
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SonAa^j as they have that atFart St George: but this 
Sefllon of Parliament, which is not yet ended, has 
taken up To much of their time in matters of fo 
great confequence to their own tnd the nation's in- 
terefl:, that you are not to wonder if they poftpone 
the confideration of what has been propofed by 
the government of Bomhay in relation to a School, 
though I hope they will fignify their pleafure, 
at lead fo far as may tje neceflary to fet the affair 
going. 

I do not repeat to you what I have fald to the 
Governor in relation to a Mafter, becaufe I pre- 
fume he will inform you thereof. The Reverend 
Mr l^atts undertook to convey a fmall packet of 
the Society's books to you, and I hope he received 
it in due time to fend it by thefe fhips* When I 
have the honour of another letter from you, pray 
let me know who is your friend here that fends 
over parcels to you, that I may fometimes give 
him the trouble of a fmall parcel which is too big 
to be fent among the Company's letters, and too 
little to be fent by itfelf : The rule at the India 
Houfe requiring as formal an application for leave 
to fend a thing often (hillings value as of one hun- 
dred pounds value ; and when I have addrefled the 
Court for leave to Ihipwhatis fent yearly to the 
Miifionaries on the coaft of Coromandel^ I am 
alhamed to trouble them with a fecond addrefs for 
a fmall matter. 

May God Almighty profper your labours : and 
pleafe to believe that 1 am, with very great re- 
fpcft.

^MMiiJ *^ preferved, and whereby he would 
have his Nanne to be glorified } amongll 
which there is none more acceptable to him, or 
more profitable to us, than a6ts of piety, charity 
and mercy. And as the foul of man is the chief 
thing to be regarded^ as being the more noble 
und honourable part \ fo the doing good to the 
fdiils of men is without doubt the greateft charity, 
and moft acceptable fervice. 

No man was ever yet born for himfelf^ but 
every one obliged in his refpedtive vocation to 
promote what he can the good of the focicty 
wherein Providence hath placed him; that he 
not only believe aright, but be careful alfo to 
maintain good works, always remembring the 
end of his creation, the fetcing forward the com- 
tnoii as well as his own falvation. And if, of all 
other tinners, thofe we are alTured will be moft 
feverely punifhed, who not only prefume to cor- 
rupt themfelves but malicioufly endeavour to de- 
prave others s then by parity of reafon may like- 
wife 
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wife be inferred, that of ail God's tracand faith- 
ful fervantSy thofe will be exalted to the higheft 
degree of glory, who Ihali be moft induftrious 
in the inftruftion and converfion of others; that 
ihall lay the ^Dundadon of Goo^s trae Religion, 
or any ways contril;)ute towards the promoting of 

In confirmation of which, we need look no fur* 
ther than this remarkable place of St James here 
before us ; Brethren^ fays he, ;/ aryi of you dp err 
from the truths and one convert him \ let him know^ 
that be that convert etb thejinner from the error of 
bis way^ fhallfave a foul from deatby andfiall bide 
d multitude of fins. 

Tbefe words, according to Dr Hammond^t in« 
terprecation, carry with them a double encou* 
ragemeot to the duty here enjoined \ for fuch is 
the excellency of this moft extenfive 4uty, the 
converting a foul from tbe error of bis way^ that 
they bripg not only an advantage to tbe perfon 
converted, fuch as the faving of his fom from 
deatb^ bg,c a privilege alfo to him that makes the 
convert, fuch as the aiding the multitude ef Me 
fins ; which, upon his fmcere repentance, will 
effeflually be brought to pafs, throi^h the merits 
and fatisfaftion of our Saviour Chrift. And if 
the converfion of one fioner from the error of his 
*way be thus effectual and prevalent towards par- 
don and falvation, how much more available will 
. be .the converfion of feverali and the turning of 
oaany to righteoufnefs ? 

In confideration of thefe glorious priyileges, 
I beg leave upoo this occaHon to lay before you, 
my Brethren, a very deferving objedt of our 
Chriftian Charity, the fetting up, and maintain- 
ing aCharity^School in this place, in order to the 

teaching 
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teaching poor children to read, and inftrudHng 
them in the principles df the Chriftian Riligidn, 

And for a fuccefsful recbmmendation of this 
fo very excellent an undertaking, 'I need only ap- 
peal to the great fuccefs^ and the wondeffal im« 
' provements it has of late met with in otir own 
country, and elfewhere, to^ the unfpeakable joy 
and fatisficlion of ail good men; the unirerfal- ap- 
probation of which good work, together with the 
fignal bieflings that attend it, are a fuHici^t de- 
mpnftration of its ufe and exceHency ^ a Work of 
chat truly Chnftian piety, that it cannot want for 
any motive of encouragement, when k fo evi- 
dently carries its own reward along with it. 

Now whereas the pious education of poor chil- 
dren in Chriftianity is the moft efFedual means we 
,€«! take with any for their falvation ; fo is it 
much more fo with thefe Gentiles round about us : 
byfeafoning them betimes in the principles of Re- 
ligion, and removing the opinions and prejudices 
of their forefathers, by opening their eyes, and 
Ihcwing them their errors, by turning them from 
'darknefs unto light, and from the power of Satan 
unto God « 

And as the means are thus eflFeftliar towards 
promoting this great end, fo are the encoin^agfc. 
ments here annexed the moft glorious and benfc- 
ficial. Brethren^ if any of you do trr from the 
truths and one convert him -, iet bm know tkaf be

mon\ neither was there any "that lacked: for* ^J 
many as were poJfeJfoTs of lands or boufes^fold them^ 
^and brought the prices of the things that were fold j 
and laid them down at the Jpoflles feet \ anddijiri-^ 
bution was made unto every man (according as he had 
need^ Afts iv. 33, &c. They were fo far from 
feeking their own advantage, or appropriating 
what they had to themfelves, that they not only 
fupported others with what they had, but gave 
it out of their own power for the good of the com- 
munity ; leaving us an inftance of primitive cha- 
rity, and a pious emulation. 

Now though the having all things ih common 
is not fo expedient and neceflary now a days, as 
it was at the firft preaching of the gofpel \ yet 
ftill we are obliged to chriftian love and charity : 
for that never faileth, but will always remain as 
the diftinguifhing mark and charaAeriftic of a 

chriftian : 
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chriftian : F9r by ibisfiall all men know^ &ys our 
Saviour Chrift, that ye are my difciplesy ifyw have 
love one to another. And this mutual love and 
friendihip amongft chriftians was notcoconfifb 
in a bare outward (hew of behaviour, or in a few 
fmooth complimental words, zs depart in peace^ 
be ye warmed or filled \ but in more fubftantial fa* 
vours, in real afts of charity and mercy; For 
wbofoever bath this worlds goody andfeetb bis bro^ 
ther have needy andjhuttetb up his bowels of mercy 
and compajfion from himy haw dwelkth the love of 
God in him f Let us not therefore love in word or 
in form, but in deed and ip truth ; always remem- 
bering the words of the Lard JefuSy how hefaidy It 
was more bleffed to give than to receive^ Ads xx. 3 5. 

IL I am to ihew you how profitable the exer- 
cife of it is to us, and what advantages we 
may hope to receive from it. 
Now amongft the feveral graces and virtues 
recommended to us in holy fcripture, there is 
none among them all comes better attended with 
greater promifes or more exalted encouragements 
ofrewaitls and happinefs than this of charity ; ic 
is the peculiar and diftioguiihing grace of a chrif- 
dan, as hath been faid, and is preferable either 
CO Faith or Hope. It is called the great com- 
mandment of all, the end of the comnnandments, 
and the fulfilling of the whole law ; charity is the 
JQueen of virtues, the moft excellent of all excel- 
lencies, and therefore ought the ofcenefl: to be in* 
filled upon, as having the moft excellent rewards 
attending it. 

Our Saviour in the Gofpel teacheth us, that 
it will be to no purpofe to poffefs all the riches of 
the world, and lofe our owa fouls; hereby in- 

K ftrucling 
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ftru6ting us bow much the foul's welfare i^'tobe 
preferred . before any worldly advantages: and 
finite 'charity hath fuch at peculiar influence and 
power over the fouU as is available to the pro- 
turiiig forgivenefs of (ins, and a remiflion of tfate 
puniihrnent due unto them ; for that is meant in 
holy fcripture by biding or covering of Jins^ what 
great reafon have we then to edeem that as a molt 
raluable treafure- and fovereign* remedy, thar 
thus carries its own reward along* with ic? fbr to 
be merciful and charitable is the means, we are 
taught, to keep the foul pure' and clean In the 
fight of God ; fuch confidence may they have, 
that (hew mercy and compaffion before 'God in 
judgment;- that alms, we are told, deliver from* 
death, and (hall purge away all fin ; that they 
fiifFcr not to come into darknefs; and that as 
water wtli' quench a fiaming fire, fo charity will 
make an atonement for fin. 

Now though a6t$ of charity, even in the moft 
exalted fenfe, cannot give tis ' a rightful claim to 
the promifes of God, and to the pardon of our 
fins, excliifive of other duties, as the Papifi:s 
fay; yet certain it is, that fuch liberal promifes ^ 
are no where in the gofpel made to any other 
fingle duty, as are to charity ; and that though 
our fins fiiall not be remitted to us for our cha- 
rity, without repentance, yet afts of charity, 
when joined to repentance, are of great ufe to, 
render it effefhia! for the procuring forgivenefs. 
And though Chrifi; our Saviour is our only pro- 
per and 'propitiatory facrifice, for whofe lake 
atone our fins will be pardoned, yet aAs of cha- 
rity laid out for Chrift's fake, and employed to. 
good and proper objefts, have, through the me- 
rits and fiitisfaAion of ouf* Saviour; a fubordinate 
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jefficacy tQWa^rds procuring; God's favour, and in 
ihat refpeft may be faid tofyve a, foul from death, 
and 'to. cover a multitude of fins. 

Moreover, the benefit of this excellent virtue 
f s the moil: lafting of any, being a continu^ 
fountain of living water ^ fpringing up unto etemc^ 
)ife 5 the bread we thus diftnbute to the poor 
,and needy fhail never peridi, and the wat^r !(tf 
,this foun^aii> given to a thirfty foul (hall in no 
.^^ife lofe its reward. It is the peculiar excel- 
lency of this virtue, that it never faileth j whereas 
.the faihiofi of this world paflfeth away, and all 
the glory and fplendor of it;, even thofe exalted 
gifts and graces of the Spirit are not comparable 
to f hat of charity for perfedtion and duration ; 
fome of which being long fmce vanidied, fuch 
. as the gift of healing, miracles and langus^es ; 
and others are to vanifh at the end of the worlcl. 
fuch as Faith and Hope, when there will be no 
further ufe or occafion for them : For whether 
tb^e jhaU be prophecies^ they Jball fail^ whether 
there be tongues^ they fhaU ceafe\ whether there he 
knowledge^ itfhall vanifh away ; and though Faith 
. and Hope are faid to abide, that is, to continue 
with us in this world, yet Charity hath ftill the 
preeminence, being never to be out- dated, bpt 
to abide for ever ; and new abideth Faith ^ Hope^ 
Charity^ tbefe tbree^ but the great eft of thefe is 
Charity. ; * 

. IIL I come now in the third and lafl place to 
fliewyou, that whofoever is thu,s libera^, ^pd 
contributeth heartily towards this charitable 
good work, fhail notwithftanding have fi|f- 
ficient for himfeif, and need not be afraid 
of want or fcarcity.

And here I woiild not have you to cx^ft tni- 
racles, or think that the Almighty will ftfppott 
us in our wants witli fome extraordinary help, 
after we have contributed fomething for his fer- 
vice, without any the leaft endeavour of our 
own ; for tl^ifi would not be true faith, but prcf- 
fumption: but when wc humbly rely upon God's 
^o64 providence, and conlcientioufly perform 
the duties of our vocation, ^fing no ill means to 
better our fortune^ and praying for fuccefs \ there 
we are fure God* will provide, or fome way or 
other interpofc for our relief: for though mi- 
racles are ccafed, yet Providence b not 5 GoA*s 
mercy and compaflion is ftiil the fame, and will 
not fail to help the righteous; though not in that 
xniraculous manner as heretofore, yet fo, that 
nothing may be expected without his divine fa- 

< vour and bleiling. 

The readieft way therefore to arm ourfelvcs 
ag^nil the uncertainty of fortune, and to fecure 
the enjoyment of this prcfent world, is this very 

' method I am fpeakingof: For you know how 
that Solomon hath declared -, that he that diflribut- 
etb of bis fubftance^ Jhall not lack ; nay your pofi:e« 
rtty fhail reap the benefit of thefe good adions : 

- for ibe rigbieoui is tuer merciful^ and Undetb^ and 

< therefore it is faid, tbat bis feed is bkffed^ Pfal. 
xxxvii. a6. 

Again, it is one of the mbft infallible proofs 
of our having a true chriftian faith in this life, 
' and is by Solomon required to be obferved in con- 
lideration even of thofe temporal bleilings, that 
we are affured will proceed from it, abftrafted 
from the profpeft of the eternal reward. Honour 
tbiLordwi4btbyfubJiancej(z\t\iSolomony and with 
tbcfirfi fruits of all tbine increafe 5 fo fbM fby bams 

bo 
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hi filled with plenty ^ and tby preps Jbatt hurfi out 
with new wine. Whatfoever is thus charitably 
laid out, will turn to more account than if 
hoarded up, or employed in the mod beneficial 
trade, interefl or refpondentia. A penny thus 
prudently bellowed is of infinite more value to 
us than all the abundant titafures of the Eafl:, 
or riches of the Indies. 

Not that this (hould be our chief inducement : 
for this would be to make merchandife of our 
^ charity, and gain our godlinefs ; ^^hen we do it 
not out of a principle of obedience to God, and 
iove to our neighlx>ur, but to enrich ourfelves ; 
there we cannot exped a reward. But whatfoever 
at any time is freely bellowed, upon a (bund 
principle and a right objefl, fhall undoubtedly 
be replcniihed with freih fupplies, from' that in- 
cxhaullible fountain of all goodncfs, from whence 
the abundance of riches flows. Givej and itJbaU 
he given untoyou^ faith our Saviour, good meafure^ 
prejfed down^ andjbaken together^ and running over^ 
Jhdl men give into your bofom : for with the Jame 
meafure that ye mete withal^ it jUall he meafured to 
you, again ; the liberal foul is faid to he made fat^ 
and be that wateretb Jhall he watered bimfelf. 
There is a fecret hand of Providence always at* 
tending, and a hidden conveyance continually 
recruiting the mod profufe liberality. An in- 
fiance ofwhich we have in the widow of Sarepta, 
whofe barrel of meal wafted not, neither did her 
cruife of oil fail, in the midft of fcarcity, drought 
and famine. 

The charitable perfon hath good reafon from 
fcripture not only to hope, but to be aflured, 
that what he giveth with an honeft and good 
hearty Iball by the unperceivable working of 
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J*^rbvidence be taken' from the heap, withbut 
leffening or diminilhing,. but rather increafing 
the ftorc ; ^ruft thou in the Lord^ and he doing 
good; dwell in the Idndj and verily than Jhalf he fea; 
All thinf^s Jhall work together for our goody and in- 
ftead of fins, it ihall be added to build us upi 
So certain we may be of not lofing our money 
laid out after this manner, that God himfelf will 
be our furety, arid Itand bound for the payment; 
Hi that bath pity on the poor lendetb unto the 
Jjiirdy and that which he bath given will be repa) 
him again. The royal Pfalmift makes it his par- 
ticular obfcrvation ; / have been youngs and ho^ 
am old\ yet faW I never the righteous forfakeny not 
bh feed begging' their bread., And what greater 
Security, what furcr word of promife can there 
t)e given to man, than the unqueftionable foun- 
dation of God's holy word ? Let not any dif- 
truftfal thought therefore, or fear of. being re- 
duced, ever tempt us to draw back our hands 
from doing good : for no one did yet by any 
true aft of charity ever came off a lofer, even in 
this world. 

And a^ to the ufe and exceUency of our cha- 
rity, we need tiot doubt of the fuitablenels of the 
bbje'ft here before us; the contributing to a 
School 'for the teaching poor children, and in- 
firufting them in the principles of the Chriftian 
religion. There is littFe good to be expefled 
from fuch in thefe remote parts, as are grown 
old in fin^ and habituated to error j their erro- 
neous principles are already fo confirmed, and 
they themfelves accuftomed to the ways of their 
forefathers, that they will not eafily be perfuadcd 
to forfake them. But if we make trial upon the 
next fucceeding generation, and endeavour 'to 

form 
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form their tender minds to piety andvinae, Tea* 
fohing thdm in their youti) with the prtficiptcs of 
Chriraanity % we cannot fail, through God's af* 
fiftacnce, of corifiderable eSefls, we cannot fail of 
fteing bur endeavours crowned with fucceis. 

'Let me therefore in a, few words recommend 
to yduthrs good work from thefe following con^ 
0derations. Let us confidery in the fir (I p]ace, 
that fhe converfion of the Heathen and the en- 
largement of Chrift^s kingdom here on earthy 
hiiitf be nhatter of great Joy to all fucb as have 
any fenfe' of religion, or wiih well to tfie Church j 
chat the bei^ returi^ of gratitude we can make for 
tht privilege which We chriftians enjoy, is tp com-' 
miinicate this fame privilege t6.othcr3t, that ihefq 
Gentiles alfo here converfaht among us, may par- 
lance with us of the fame common benefit, and 
join with us in the worship o£ the fame Gop and 
Father of us all ; remembring withal, that we our- 
felves. alfo .were originafly In the fame condition 
With them ; Aliens from the commonwealth ofljrael^ 
and Jt'r angers to the covenant ofpromife \ living witb^ 
bui hopty and without God in the world. 

Again, let us confider, that it is our parts 
knd duties, as mqch as lieth in us, to wipe off 
th^t'old reproach, the want of common zeal for 
prbpagating the faith, which thofe of the Church 
bi'Kome bivt been often throwing at us; and td 
bt-eveht at* the fame time thefe poor deluded 
Tlearhens being made a prey to the Romilh faith, 
that unfouhd part of the chriftian Church, an4 
whTch fo mduftrioudy compaflTeth fea and land to 
tri^e a profelyte. . Letusfecure them betimes, 
by inftruftion, to our own communion, that hath 
nothing corrupt or finful in it ; that may boaft 
itfelf at this day the pureil and .belt reformed 
Church in the whole world. 
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It will be fufficient, I hope, here barely to re« 
mind you of the advantages we receive from the 
trade and commerce with thefe Heathens of all 
forts ; and that we cannot make them a greater 
amends for partaking with them in their tempo- 
ral concerns, than to let them ihare with us ia 
our fpiritual. * 

Thefe things, my Brethren, if w.ell weighed 
and confidered, will I hope have that good effed 
upon you, as to provoke you to zeal^and emu- 
lation in this good work \ that as you have 
hitherto abounded in liberality, fo you would 
abound in this grace alfo ; that, having begun 
well in laying a good foundation, you would pro- 
ceed like wife mailer-builders, to raife thereupon 
a fuperftrufture uniform and agreeable thereunto ; 
that as God (irft created this beautiful worldf 
and then proceeded to ftore it with inhabitants j 
fomay this School become a never- failing nurfery 
to the Church, and a conftant fupply of found 
members early inftrufted in the principles of reli- 
gion, and unalterably engaged to worfliip Goo 
in this place. 

Many will be the blcflings that will attend this 

work, not only in regard to the private intereft, 

but to the public good and benefit of mankind, 

to their teniporal as well as fpiritual, prefentas 

well as future happinefs and welfare ; a work fo 

very acfceptable, ufeful and commendable, that 

it will continually redound to the honour of God, 

our bleffed Saviour, and his Religion ; as well 

as procure the moft defirable bleffing upon our 

Church and Nation, the Company and ourfelves. 

Let us ffoi therefore be weary in %vell doing ; for 

in due time we Jball reap^ if we f aim not \ but let us 

iefiedfafi and immoviabk^ alwcys abounding in tkf 

work
